people art^und the world have 
won great victories, forcirtg the 
U.S. empire more intn the corner, 
and our people here are more 
aware.

On May 9, J862, General 
David Hunter issued a pmcla- 
mation freeing slavcs of Geor- 
gia, Flnrida and South Carolina 
rebels. President Abraham Lin¬ 
coln revoked the pmelamalsun. 

May 14,1961 

A bus with the first group of 
"Freedom Riders" was bombed 
and burned by segregationists 
outsidé of Annifllon. Alabama, 
on May 14, 1961, The group was 
altatked in Annislon and Bir- 
mingham 

May 10-12, 1963 

The Rev, Fred L. Shuttles- 
worth of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLCI 
announced an agreemeni on a 
limited inlegralion plan which 
ended Birmingham demonstra- 
tions on May iü, 1963. Probably 
in reaction to the agreement the 
home of the SCLt' leader wök 
bombed, triggering o three-hour 
riotin Birminghnm. 

May 8,1970 

On May B, 1970. Cook 
Cnunty States Attorney Edward 
Hnnrahan disdosed that all 
charges w r ere drapped iigainst 
seven Black Panther Party 
mombers indicted for their 
alleged rnle in the December -i, 
1969, preduwn police raid — in 
which iwu Party leaders Fred 
Hampton and Mark Clark Avere 
sla in .

CARTER’S WELFARE PROPOSALS 
ATTACKED FOR LACK OF SPECIFICS 




{Washington, D.C ) - President 
Cnrteris proposals for reforming 
the LLS. welfare system camc 
under severe attack last week for 
their lack of spëcifics. 

While Carter said that the 
present welfare system "shnuld 
be scrapped and » totelly new 
system implemented,' he con- 
cuded Lhai a new welfare program 
could nol be implemented for foor 
years or more. 

Du ring laai year’s PresidenLial 
campaign, Carter promised to 
present concrete proposata for 
overhauling the welfare system 
by May I. At a breakfast meeting 
wïth Congressional leaders, the 
President said that he w ou ld nol 
submii his legislative program on 
welfare reform until August. 
Staling that his top priority was a 
babneed budget by 1981, he 
urged that new legislative pro¬ 
grams be subordinüled to the 
need for fiscal rest ra int. 

"ï donT think anybody couid 
disagree with what you’ve pre- 
sented,’ 1 Black New York Cnn- 
gressman Charles Rangel told 
Health, Education and Welfare 
fHEWl Sec rotary Joseph Cali- 
fann, who was present at the 
meeting. "Bul there is no pro¬ 
gram, lt s clear to me that the 
problems of llie poor are not a 
dear priority of this administra- 
tion, that it lias other priorities,"

Carter said that the welfare 
program he will present in 
August will meet the 12 following 
goals: 

•No higher initioi cost tlian the 
present system; 

•Access to a joh for at least one 
member of every family with 
chitdren where there is a person 
able to work; 

•tnoentïves for those oti wel¬ 
fare to toke jobs in the private

McComb, 83* has a judicial 
career which sipans 50 vears. but 
many have feit that the senile 
justice should have been removed 
from office at least 10 years ago. 
He hasn’t written on opinion In 
years and is known for sleepmg 
and daydreaming while cases are 
being heard in his court. 

ön one occasion, McComb w as 
witnessed welling his tnmsers 
and returning to court without 
changing It has olso been 
repH>rted that the justice wore 
eorrings lo public functions and 
had asked a garage attendant to 
cash his pnycheck. 

McComb was regarded as an 
embarrassment tolhehighly raied 
California Supreme Court How- 
ever. efforts to persuode him to 
step down had been unsuccess- 
ful.

In the fall of 1975, the 
California Comtnission on Judi¬ 
cial Performance (CJPL al the 
prodding of several law^er^ 
orgamzotsons. began gathering 
indi-Spulable evidente againsl 
McComb. 

On January 7 of this year. the 
Commissiun recommendéd that 
McComb be removed or rctired 
from office, ch argïng that the 
elderly judge willfully and persis- 
tently foiled to perform his 
duties. 

As a result of the passage of 
Projposition 7 in the November* 
1976, dections. a tribunal of 
courts of appeaï justices was 
authorized to deckie on disciplin- 
ary action in vol ving a stille 
supreme court judge. Thé tnbu- 
nal atated that it w r as necessory m 
fortre the retiremenl of McComb 
"to preserve the integrity of the 
judicial systeen. 

Due to the overwhelmuig e\i- 
denoe against McComb, rruiny 
feit that the court of appeal 
deeïsion was ton mild.”

Pri-Gon guards are pötheüc 
figures. ! had vcry little contact 
with them becauRé I atayod in my 
ce\\ si i rnuch , luit they harassed 
me cvery chance they got. When I 
wem out to sec visiiors, ihey 
searched my eelt. sometimes 
scnselesslv t ca ring it up. throw

olso as n superb pholographic 
work of Robort Kramer, ït is a 
rarity to find pictures of African 
people thot capture their beauty, 
pride and dignily to the degïee 
that Kramer has achieved 

The book begins with u brief 
hïstory of Angola du ring the 500 
years it was under Portuguesè 
ruk. Angolan dviliiation was 
already hundreds of years nld 
when Portuguese colonialists ar- 
rived on the west African coast in 
the late fifteenih century. Despite 
the different languoges and cus- 
loms practiced by the 23 tribes 
who lïvcd in the area now calkd 
Angola, the people were drówn 
logethér by tmde and alliances.

Additiunally, the Carter propo- 
sals do not specify how much a 
persen ’s welfare payment wimJd 
be reduced os he or she began to

Under the present welfare 
systém, poyments vary greally 
from one region of the country to 
the other. Carter showed a chart 
illustniting thal the federat c«n- 
tribution to ossistajoce payménts 
now ranges from nearly SI.700 
per recipiënt in some industrial 
statea to |es 3 ihan $300 in some 
Southern and plains statos. 

On, the one hand, if paymenta 
lo these in the poorér steles were 
rnised to the level of those sn the 
industrial States, it would be 
impoasihïe not to üscrease the 
overall cast af welfare to the 
federal governmenl.
